DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendments and remarks filed December 11, 2006 have been acknowledged 
by the examiner and entered. Claims 14-20 have been canceled and claims 1-13 are pending in 
this application for consideration. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. Claims 1, in last two line recite limitation, "adjusting the movement of the conveyor 
belt based on information received from the sensors". This limitation was not described in the 
original filed specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-13 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection under 
35U.S.C. § 112. 

Reasons For Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

None of the prior art discloses or suggests a system for sanitizing a shopping cart wherein 
a processor controlling said conveyor belt system and adjusting the movement of the conveyor 
belt based on information received from the sensors. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-13 have been considered but are deemed 
to be moot in view of the new grounds of rejection.
